2. On a review of the position and in partial modification of the above decision, 
it has now been decided that in respect of licences issued for import of Artailk 
yarn, under Export Promotion Schemes for Artsilk fabrics and Artsilk hosiery and 
other non-fabric textile items against exports made on or after 1st August, 1965, 
the period of shipment will be twelve months instead of forty-five days.
